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Sabbath  School  Society,  we  learn  that  there  are  about 
twenty-four  hundred  scholars  in  the  schools,  and  that 
about  fcttnty  hopeful  conversions  have  occurred  among 
the  pupils  during  the  present  year.  Though  encounter¬ 
ing  many  difficulties,  this  institution  is  doing  a  noble 
work  for  the  young  upon  that  border  of  the  sea. 

It  was  stated  that  a  larger  number  of  that  valuable 
little  periodical,  the  “  American  Messenger,”  are  circu¬ 
lated  on  the  Cape,  than  in  any  other  part  of  the  State,  of 
the  same  extent.  It  finds  its  way  where  larger  and  more 
costly  sheets  cannot  go,  and  is  evidently  doing  a  most 
important  work  in  diffusing  religious  information  and 
instruction.  A  delegate,  master  of  a  ship,  stated  that  it 
was  one  of  the  Tract  Society's  little  works,  “  The  Way 
to  be  Saved,”  that  roused  his  slumbering  soul  to  a  sense 
of  his  danger,  and  led  him  to  Christ ;  and  he  stated  that 
though  it  was  twenty  years  ago,  he  kept  the  identical 
tract  as  a  precious  treasure,  and  had  it  pinned  upon  the 
inward  part  of  tlie  door  of  his  book-case,  so  that  it 
sliould  be  ever  ready  to  remind  him  of  his  obligation  to 
so  humble  an  instrumentality  in  turning  him  to  God. 

There  has  been  of  late  a  thorough  exploration  of  these 
coasts  of  the  sea,  in  reference  to  the  supply  of  Bibles. 
About  six  thousand  families  were  visited.  One  hundred 
and  forty  families  were  found  entirely  destitute  of  the 


and  jealousy  should  be  indulged.  But  our  trust  is 
in  the  Lord.  He  can  bring  good  out  of  evil.  I 
hope,  through  grace,  neither  to  be  cast  down,  nor 
diverted  from  my  work.  It  is  part  of  our  ministry 
to  ‘  endure  hardness,  as  good  soldiers  of  Jesus 
Christ.’  You  caution  me  against  over-exertion 
and  exposures.  I  have  found  that  my  frame  is  not 
all  iron  :  but  hope  to  be  kept  along.  So  that  the 
Lord’s  work  is  rightly  done,  and  so  that  sinners 
will  come  to  Christ,  I  hope  to  rejoice,  though  dis¬ 
ease  and  pain  may  come  to  this  frail  body.” 

I  will  not  detain  the  reader  with  details  of  the 
ministry  of  this  brother.  Like  that  of  many  of  his 
brethren,  it  had  vicissitudes  of  trials  and  comforts, 
joys  and  griefs.  The  hardest  of  all  trials  were 
those  which  came  from  the  source  where  he  had 
reason  to  look  for  help  and  friendly  sympathy. 
But,  if  he  had  brethren  who  were  ever  ready  to 
find  fault,  and  who  were  a  grief  to  many,  he  had 
also  more  who  were  ready  to  do  every  good  work, 
and  took  part  in  bearing  the  burdens  and  toils  of 
his  ministry.  They  wept  with  him  over  the  un¬ 
reasonable  complaints,  and  the  reluctant  and  waver¬ 
ing  co-oj>erati<*n  of  unstable  brethren  ;  and  together 
they  bowed  before  the  Father  in  heaven,  to  inter¬ 
cede  for  all  the  erring,  and  to  supplicate  wisdom 
to  guide  them  in  the  right  way,  and  for  strength 
according  to  every  day  of  trial. 

In  the  closing  communication,  reference  will  be 
made  to  trials  of  another  kind.  They  are  such  as 
arc  painfully  frequent;  hut  are  usually  endured  in 
silence,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  without  being 
disclosed.  Yet  they  have  hurried  many  excellent 
ministers  to  the  grave,  and  it  can  hardly  he  doubted, 
have  l)een  the  occa^^ion  of  spiritual  desolation  and 
barrenness  to  cliurches  which  might  have  otherwise 
been  prosperous  and  happy.

saw  the  sons  and  the  daughters  of  aristocratic  pride 
sweep  by  her  through  the  Elysian  Fields,  while  she 
trod  the  dusty  pathway.

Little,  hoAvcver,  did  the  proud  grandees 
imagine,as  in  courtly  splendor  they  swept  by  the  ple¬ 
beian  maiden,  that  her  voice  would  aid  to  upheave 
their  castles  from  the  foundations,  and  drive  them 
into  exile.  And  little  did  this  fragile  child  then 
imagine,  that  Europe  would  yet  be  agitated  by  her 
influence,  and  the  world  be  filled  with  the  lustre  of 
her  name. 

One  day  the  grandmother  of  Jeanne  took  her  to 
the  house  of  one  of  the  nobility,  where  she,  from 
some  peculiar  circumstances,  was  on  terms  of  hum¬ 
ble  admission.  All  the  appurtenances  of  the  aris¬ 
tocratic  mansion  were  calculated  to  dazzle  the  eye 
and  bewilder  the  mind  of  one  unaccustomed  to 
such  magnificence.

Her  demise  had  been  long  expected,  and  was  the  result 
of  dropsical  tendency  which  long  ago  manifested  itself. 
Her  retired  life  and  many  excellences  make  her  sin¬ 
cerely  mourned,  as  one  of  the  excellent  as  well  as  one  of 
the  great  ones  of  the  earth.  Not  only  had  she  fulfilled 
every  relauve  duty  with  exemplary  fidelity,  and  de¬ 
meaned  herself,  under  all  eircumstances,  so  as  to  acquire 
the  love  and  esteem  of  all  by  whom  her  person  was  sur¬ 
rounded  ;  but  the  large  means  placed  at  her  disposal  as 
the  widow  of  a  king,  were  freely  dispensed  in  acts  of 
charity  and  religion.  No  one  can  fail  to  admire  the 
munificent  liberality  with  which  the  late  Queen  Adelaide 
supported  institutions  connected  with  religion.  From 
everything  which  has  transpired  since  the  death  of  the 
late  king,  respecting  the  habits  and  pursuits  of  his  illus¬ 
trious  widow,  we  feel  justified  in  cherishing  the  persua¬ 
sion,  that  she  understood  and  practiced  the  religion 
which  she  professed,  and  that  her  hopes  for  eternity  were 
based  upon  the  right  foundation.

Were  a  foreigner  to  ask  lis,  “  Who  is  Dr.  Woods?” 
Ave  should  say,  in  substance,  “Sir,  we  may  be  biased 
in  our  vieAvs,  and  the  lingering  feeling  of  reverence 
Avhich  in  youth  Ave  felt  lor  a  teacher,  may  mislead 
Us ;  but  our  impression  is,  that  fifty  years  hence,  it 
Avill  be  as  uncommon  to  hear  your  question  pro¬ 
pounded,  as  to  hear  it  asked,  avIio  was  Jonathan 
Edwards,  or  Avho  was  Timothy  DAvight,  or  who 
was  Thomas  Chalmers.  Ur.  Woods,  sir,  was  at 
first  the  pastor  over  a  small  parish  in  the  eastern 
part  of  Massachusetts.  When  the  idea  of  forming 
a  Theological  Seminary,  to  meet  the  wants  of  the 
age,  was  first  mooted,  his  cautious,  strong  and  sound 
mind  Avas  called  into  the  councils.  His  hand  was 
at  the  laying  of  the  first  foundation-stone ;  and 
when  the  now  beautiful  hill  of  Andover  was  a  field 
of  Avild  Avhortlelierries,  and  when  the  whole  moral 
field  to  be  occupied  by  Theological  Seminaries  was 
etjually  Avild,  or  at  least  equally  unoccupied,  he  was 
called  to  lay  the  plan  of  the  Seminary  at  Andover — 
the  model  from  Avhich  all  others  have  been  copied 
— and  to  occupy  the  first  Professorship.  For  nearly 
forty  years  (thirty-eight,  to  be  precise),  he  occupied 
the  chair — teaching  and  forming  the  characters  of 
thirty-eight  classes  of  young  men ;  called  and  ac- 


are  often  thinking,  as  a  new  star  rises  above  the 
horizon,  that  now,  new  light,and  new  developments,  !

Bellamy  is  a  mighty  exr 
pounder  of  the  great  government  of  God ;  and  the 
contributions  of  Leonard  Woods  to  the  Avorld,  will 
be  a  cautious,  safe,  clear,  beautiful  spring,  whose 
waters  Avill  long  and  sAveetly  flow,  to  gladden  the 
cities  of  our  God.  Truth  finds  in  him  an  able  de¬ 
fender,  and  if  error  smiles  because  he  hurls  not  the 
spear  of  Achilles,  she  will  sooner  or  later  find  her¬ 
self  gently  choking  and  panting  for  more  breath.

Prov.  iii.  17. 

Religion  make  men  gloomy !  Did  it  make  Saul 
and  Silas  gloomy,  as  they  sang  praises  iii  the  dun¬ 
geon  ?  Did  it  make  the  first  martyr,  Stephen, 
gloomy,  as  he  breathed  out  his  soul  in  peace,  and 
as  they  looked  upon  his  countenance  it  s'  emed  like 
the  face  of  an  angel  ? 

But  go  higher  for  your  answers.  Let  heaven  and 
hell  be  appealed  to.  Which  is  the  happiest  place 
in  the  universe — is  not  heaven  ?  Which  is  the 
most  miserable  place  in  the  universe — is  not  hell  ? 
Which  is  the  most  religious?  Heaven  is  the  most 
religious ;  it  is  all  religion  there.  Which  is  the 
most  irreligious?  Hell  is  the  most  irreligious; 
there  is  no  religion  there.  Let  the  joys  of  heaven, 
and  the  agonies  of  hell,  then  give  the  ansAver.  No !

therefore,  ])ersom>  of  any  and  of  every  class,  are 
liable  to  lose  the  benefit  of  those  discourses  which,  ' 
of  all  others,  they  ought  to  hear,  inasmuch  as  they 
cannot  know  beforehand  Avhen  such  as  most  deeply 
concern  them  Avill  be  delivered.  By  letting  their 
“  itching  ears”  draw  them  away,  they  may  lose 
the  very  sermon  which,  had  they  been  present, 
might  have  been  blessed  to  their  highest  edification, 
if  they  are  already  Christians,  and  to  the  saving  of 
their  souls,  if  they  are  yet  in  their  sins.  When 
members  of  a  church  or  congregation  Avander  aAvay 
from  their  OAvn  green  jiastures  into  other  enclo¬ 
sures,  for  trivial  causes,  what  reason  have  they  to 
expect  that  the  great  Shepherd  Avill  feed  them  bet¬ 
ter  or  even  as  well.  And  besides  all  this,  much  re¬ 
gard  is  due  to  the  feelings  of  your  minister.  It  is 
very  discouraging  to  a  faithful  pastor,  when  Avith 
much  labor  he  has  prepared  a  discourse,  and  rising 
to  deliver  it,  he  looks  down  upon  pews  which  are 
deserted  by  the  very  members  of  his  congregation 
for  whose  more  especial  benefit  it  was  Avritten. 

Some  who  think  it  wrong,  or  who  have  too  great 
a  sense  of  propriety  to  leave  their  own  church 
when  their  pastor  preaches  at  home,  have  no  hesi¬ 
tation  about  going  abroad  to  gratify  their  “  itching 
years,”  when  he  exchanges,  or  takes  his  summer 
vacation,  and  some  other  minister  is  called  in  to 
supply  the  pulpit  in  his  absence.  It  is  well  that  a 
congregation  should  prefer  their  own,  to  any  other 
.  preacher  with  whom  he  exchanges;  but  God  is 
displeased  when  they  undervalue  any  of  his  faith¬ 
ful  messengers,  because  they  may  have  less  popular 
talents  than  their  own  pastor.  They  forget  that 
he  sometimes  makes  weak  instruments  mighty  to 
the  pulling  down  of  strongholds,  and  that  no 
preaching,  however  able  or  eloquent,  can  do  any 
good  without  the  Divine  blessing.  Diversities  of 


that  in  endeavoring  to  overthroAV  the  one  she 
should  serve  her  felloAV-creatures,  and  in  the  sub¬ 
version  of  the  other  she  Avould  promote  the  glory 
of  God.

I  am  often  deeply  pained  at  witnessing  the  ir¬ 
reverence  of  professed  Christians  in  the  house  of 
God.

Avith  him,  sitting  upright  Avith  his  eyes  Avide  open, 
and  roaming  over  the  congregation  and  the  archi¬ 
tecture  of  the  house  Avith  an  irreverent  air,  that 
seemed  to  despise  the  service  the  brother  Avas  offer¬ 
ing  to  the  Most  High.  | 

At  the  afternoon  service,  in  another  church,  an 
aged,  strange  mtnister,  Avith  a  plain,  unattractive 
manner,  preached  a  practical  and  even  a  poAverfuf

FASTING  AND  PRAYER 

Among  the  many  instances  of  the  blessing  of 
God,  folloAving  days  of  fasting  and  prayer,  the 
following  have  been  selected. 

In  the  summer  of  1630,  the  rising  colonies  of 
New-England  wore  visited  with  uncommon  mor¬ 
tality.  On  Sabljath  July  25th,  after  the  evening 
'service,  a  letter  was  read  at  Salem,  from  Governor 
Winthrop,  representing  the  afflictions  .sent  by  the 
hand  of  God,  and  setting  apart  the  following  F'riday, 
to  humSe  themselves  before  him,  and  seek  his  favor. 
At  the  clo.se  of  that  memorable  day,  was  laid  the 
foundation  of  the  churches  of  Charlestown  and  Bos¬ 
ton.  A  few  weeks  afterwards  the  settlement  of 
Boston  was  begun,  to  which,  in  a  short  time,  the 
greater  part  of  the  church  in  Charlestown  remov¬ 
ed,  ;^nd  soon  increased  in  numbers  to  one  hundred 
and  fifty. 

In  1660,  the  decline  of  religion  began  to  be  no¬ 
ticed,  increasing  more  and  more  till  16’70.  At  length 
various  calamities  befell  the  colonies ;  blasting  and 
mildcAV  destroyed  the  hopes  of  the  husbandman  ; 
vessels  were  wrecked  ;  houses  and  stores  destroyed 
hy  fire ;  a  pestilence  raged  through  the  colony  ;  and 
in  the  political  horizon  a  dark  and  ominous  cloud 
was  gathering.  These  circumstances  led  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Court,  in  May,  1679,  to  call  upon  the  churches 
to  appoint  messengers  to  meet  for  the  solemn  dis¬ 
cussion  of  these  two  questions,  “  What  are  the 
provoking  evils  of  New-England  ?”  and  “  What  is 
to  be  done,  that  these  evils  may  be  reformed  ?”  The 
proposal  was  favorably  received  by  the  churches,and 
a  general  fast  was  kept,  that  the  Spirit  of  God 
might  direct  the  appointed  meeting.  At  the  time 
fixed,  Sept.  10,  1679,  a  very  full  representation  from 
the  churches  convened  at  Boston.  The  assembly 
commenced  its  duties  by  observing  a  day  of  prayer 
with  filing  before  the  Lord.  After  several  days 
of  deliheration,  an  answer  was  prepared  to  the  Iaa  o 
questions  submitted  to  them.  The  most  prevalent 
sins  were  enumerated,  and  various  measures  o* 
formation  were  recommended,  among  which  aa  e

THB  KXUITUOKT  COWYEHTION. 

Lovisvujlb,  lyte.  26<k,  1649. 

The  Convention  choaen  last  summer  to  alter  and 
amend  theConsfitufion  of  Kentucky,  has  just  adjourned, 
afler  a  seMion  of  twefo*  si««i;s.  The  result  of  tbew  labors 
is  now  before  the  people  of  the  Commonwsalth,  who  will 
meet  in  thchr  several  counties,  to  approve  or  reject  the 
instrument,  by  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  in  the 
State,  on  the  firat  Monday  of  May  next.  It  was  ex- 
peeted,  1  believe,  on  all  handa,  that  when  the  Conventiods 
had  perfected  a  draft  of  a  new  Consdtntlon,  which  was 
the  only  power  delegated  to  them  by  the  people,  they 
would  diseolre  their  body,  and  return  to  their  constitu¬ 
ents  as  private  citizens.  But  instead  of  this  they  ad¬ 
journed  to  re-asaemhle  in  Frankfort,  on  the  first  Monday 
of  June ;  and  for  what  purpose  1  They  had  no  more 
nuthority  from  their  constituents  to  meet  there  in  a  body, 
at  that  time,  or  at  any  tisse,  than  may  other  hundred  men 
of  Kentucky  have  to  call  themaelves  a  Convention,  and 
meet  to  see  whether  the  Constitution  is  approved  or  dis¬ 
approved.  The  papers,  both  Whig  and  Democrat,  are 
out  upon  them  with  great  severity,  denouncing  them  as 
usurpers,  if  their  object  is  to  mend  their  own  work, 
should  it  be  rejected  by  the  people.  If  they  are  going  to 
take  all  that  trouble,  merely  to  see  how  the  vote  stands 
on  the  new  Constitution,  and  in  case  of  its  rejection  to 
declare  the  eld  one  still  in  power,  why  then  the  adjourn¬ 
ment  was  simply  ridieul&HS — inasmuch  as  the  old  Con¬ 
stitution  stands,  as  a  matter  of  course,  fill  a  new  one  is 
adopted  in  its  stead ;  and  provided  also  that  the  hundred 
gentlemen  calling  themselves  still  n  Convention,  shall 
bear  their  own  expenses. 

As  a  whole,  the  new  Constitution  may  be  better  or 
may  be  worse,  than  that  which  it  is  intended  to  super- 
aede.  That  ia  a  grave  question,  on  which  I  shall  not  be 
called  upon  to  act ;  but  whether  better  or  worse,  I  pre¬ 
sume  it  will  be  adopted — inasmuch  as  some  of  the  amend-

THE  CHARTER  OAK; 

A  Hlstoilc  Scene  in  Hartford. 

The  fame  of  the  celebrated  “  Charter  Oak”  has 
traveled  far  and  wide,  but  the  particulars  of  the  in¬ 
teresting  historic  reminiscence  which  has  made 
that  fame  enduring  as  the  memories  of  the  past, 
may  not  be  familiar  to  the  minds  of  all  our  readers. 
We  love  to  cherish  the  memory  and  recount  the 
deeds  of  those  worthy  founders  and  defenders  of 
our  civil  and  religious  institutions,  which  are  the 
glory  of  our  land,  and  which  form  so  valuable  a 
portion  of  our  rich  inheritance.  We  copy  the  fol¬ 
lowing  from  Bacon’s  Historical  Discourses : 

“On  the  31st  of  October,  1687,  the  General  As¬ 
sembly  of  the  colony  being  in  session  at  Hartford, 
Sir  Edmund  Andross  appeared  at  the  head  of  a 
company  of  regular  .soldiers,  and  demanded  their 
charter,  declaring  the  government  under  it  to  be

DUTY  TO  PARENTS. 

Among  the  American  Indians,  one  of  the  first 
lessons  they  inculcate  on  their  children  i.s,  duty  to 
their  parents,  and  respect  for  old  age ;  and  there  is 
not  aniSng  the  most  civilized  nations,  any  people 
who  more  strictly  observe  the  duty  of  filial  obe¬ 
dience.  A  father  need  only  say,  in  the  pre.seiicc  of 
his  children,  I  want  such  a  thing  done ;  I  want  one 
of  my  children  to  go  upon  such  an  errand  ;  let  me 
see  who  is  the  good  child  that  will  do  it.  Tliis 
word  good  operates  as  by  magic,  and  tlie  children 
immediately  vie  with  each  other  to  comply  witli 
the  *wishes  of  the  parent.  If  the  father  .sees  an  old 
decrepit  man  or  woman  pass  by,  led  along  by  a 
child,  he  will  draw  the  attention  of  his  own  child¬ 
ren  to  the  object  by  saying,  “  What  a  good  child 
that  must  be  which  pays  such  attention  to  the 
aged!  That  child,  indeed,  looks  forward  to  the 
time  when  it  will  likewise  be  old.”  Or  he  will 
say,  “  May  the  Great  Spirit,  who  looks  upon  him, 
grant  this  good  child  a  long  life.” 

A  KISS  FOR  A  BLOW. 

One  day  a  minister  went  into  an  infant  school  in 
Boston.  He  had  been  there  before,  and  had  told 
the  children  they  might  ask  him  any  ciuestion  tliat 
they  pleased,  whenever  he  came  to  .see  tlient. 

“  Please  to  tell  us,”  said  a  little  boy,  “  what  is 
meant  by  overcoming  evil  with  good  7"  The  min¬ 
ister  began  to  explain  it,  when  a  little  incident  oc¬ 
curred  which  gave  him  a  striking  illustration. 

A  little  boy,  about  seven  years  of  age,  was  sitting  I 
beside  his  little  sister,  wlio  was  about  five  years  old. 
As  the  minister  was  talking,  George,  (for  that  was 
the  boy’s  name)  got  angry  with  his  sister  about 
something,  doubled  up  his  fist,  and  struck  her  on 
the  head.  The  little  girl  was  just  going  to  strike 
him  back  again,  wlien  the  teaclier  seeing  it,  said, 
“My  dear  Mary,  you  had  better  kiss  your  hrotlier. 
See  how  angry  and  unhappy  lie  looks !”  Mary 
looked  at  her  brother.  He  looked  sullen  ami 
wretched.  Her  resentment  was  soon  gone,  andlovc 
for  her  brother  returned  to  her  heart.  She  threw 
both  her  arms  about  his  neck  and  kissed  him.  The 
poor  boy  was  wholly  unprepared  for  such  a  kind 
return  for  his  blow.  He  could  not  stand  before  the 
generous  affection  of  his  sister.  His  feelings  were 
touched,  and  he  burst  out  crying.  His  gentle  sis- 


•was  brought  in  and 
>n  the  table,  soon  to  be  formally  surrendered, 
itxulc  wyf  thr  people  had  assembled,  and  were 
beholding  with  stern  countenances,  that  sad  spec¬ 
tacle,  the  extinction  of  their  liberty.  Suddenly 
the  lights  are  extinguished  ;  there  is  no  confusion, 
no  rush  of  the  multitude,  no  uproar — but  when, 
after  a  moment  of  darkness,  the  candles  are  lighted 
again,  the  charter  has  vanished.  No  discovery 
could  be  made  of  it,  or  of  the  hands  by  which  it 
was  carried  away.J  Andross,  unable  to  clutch  the 
precious  document,  was  obliged  to  content  himself 
with  the  simple  suppression  of  the  free  government, 
and  a  declaration  that  the  colony  was  annexed  to 
Massachusetts.  His  procedure  was  formally  enter¬ 
ed  in  the  records,  and  “  finis”  was  written  at  the 
bottom.  Then  Connecticut  came  under  the  same 
rule  with  New-Hampshire,  Massachusetts,  and 
Plymouth.  Randolph  in  one  of  his  letters  boasted, 
that  Andross  and  his  council  ‘  were  as  arbitrary  as 
the  great  Turk.’  Everything  was  done  on  the 
principle  that  the  spoils  belong  to  the  victors  ;  and 
all  who  saw  the  paralysis  of  industry  and  enter¬ 
prise,  and  the  gloom  that  settled  down  upon  so  many 
villages,  felt  that  ‘  when  the  wicked  Gareth  rule 
the  people  mourn. ’t 

But  in  April,  1689,  two  years  and  a  half  after  the 
arrival  of  Andross,  the  intelligence  came  to  Boston, 
that  William  the  Prince  of  Orange,  had  landed  in 
England  to  restore  the  ancient  liberties  of  the  jieo- 
ple.  Immediately,  without  waiting  to  know  the 
success  of  the  enterprise,  the  people  of  Boston  and 
the  vicinity  rose  in  arms,  seized  the  royal  governor 
and  his  secretary,  put  them  in  prison,  and  called 
their  old  governor  and  his  council  to  resume  the 
governmeat.  On  the  9th  of  May,  at  the  usual  time 
of  the  general  election  at  Hartford,  the  charter 
came  fortli  from  its  concealment  in  the  old  oak  be¬ 
fore  the  Wyllys  house ;  and  the  free  government  of 
Connecticut  was  re-established  as  before  the  inter¬ 
ruption.” 

*  The  fact  is  creditable  to  the  old  New-Haven  colony, 
that  it  gave  to  Connecticut  two  governors  in  succession, 
after  the  death  of  Gov.  Winthrop.  The  two  were  Leete, 
arid  Treat. 

J  The  charter  was  carried  away  and  concealed  by  Capt. 
Wadsworth  of  Hartford.  After  the  revolution  in  England, 
and  the  accession  of  William  and  Slary,  as  the  charter  of 
Connecticut  had  never  been  fortnally  surrenderd,  and  as  no 
judgment  had  been  given  in  any  court  of  law  against  it,  it 
was  still  valid  ;  and  while  Massachusetts  was  obliged  to 
obtain  a  new  charter  with  limited  privileges,  Connecticut 
has  ever  enjoyed,  (with  the  sole  interruption  of  nineteen 
months  under  Andross,)  the  powers  of  self-government,  as 
perfectly  as  nt  this  nioiiient.

fore  1  It  has  long  been  known  that  there  were  a  great 
many  emancipationists  in  Kentucky  (that  is,  men  in 
fixTor  of  some  prospective  action  to  free  the  State  of  this 
terrible  social  and  moral  incubus),  and  among  them  a 
great  proportion  of  the  most  enlightened  and  patriotic  of 
her  sons,  slaveholders  os  wdl  os  others,  who,  when  the 
question  of  calling  a  Convention  was  agitated,  frankly 
said,  that  one  reason  why  they  favored  the  revision  of 
the  Constitution  was,  that  they  wished  fcH'  the  insertion 
of  a  clause  looking  to  the  gradaal  and  final  abolition  of 
slavery  throughout  the  State. 

The  voice  of  the  people  was  decisive  in  favor  of  call¬ 
ing  a  Convention ;  and  when  the  elections  came  on, 
most  nobly  and  ably  did  the  friends  of  human  rights  urge 
their  claims  for  a  fair  reffresentafion  in  that  body.  In 
the  city  of  Louisville,  and  some  of  the  counties,  they  had 
every  prospect  of  success,  and  why  were  they  so  sadly 
disappointed  1  Why  was  every  one  of  their  candidates 
defeated  7  The  story  is  soon  told.  It  was  party  poli¬ 
tics  that  did  it.  It  was  the  bidding  of  the  Democrats 
against  the  Whigs,  and  the  Whigs  against  the  Demo¬ 
crats,  and  the  final  election  of  both,  in  some  of  the  dis¬ 
tricts.

the  proposed  Convention, 
meet  them  upon  such  an  issue,  tried  to  resolve  in  still 
stronger  terms,  that  the  question  of  emancipation,  in  any 
form,  must  not  be  mooted.  Could  it  have  been  brought 
before  the  people,  upon  its  own  merits,  the  result  of  the 
election  would  have  been  very  different.  As  it  was, 
wherever  emancipation  candidates  were  run,  they  re¬ 
ceived  a  respectable  support.  At  least  ten  thousand 
votes  were  cast  for  them  in  about  twenty-five,  out  of  the 
hundred  counties  of  the  State ;  and  it  is  believed  that  if 
the  other  seventy-five  had  been  canvassed,  the  vote 
would  have  been  from  thirty  to  forty  thousand. 

Of  course  the  perpetualists  in  the  Convention  have 
had  everything  in  their  own  way.  Not  a  single  eman¬ 
cipationist  was  allowed  to  hold  a  seat  in  that  body,  that 
he  might  plead  for  the  slaves.  And  yet,  they  could  not 
let  the  subject  alone.  It  would  come  up  on  questions  of 
taxation,  and  it  must  be  recognized  in  the  Constitution, 
in  one  form  or  another.  It  was  debated  at  great  length, 
and  with  much  earnestness,  by  some  of  the  ablest  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Convention.  Among  the  advocates  of  slavery 
tfrnitg^BpcaYcrs'  took  hToad 
ground  that  slavery  is  a  blessing  to  both  races,  while 
others  admiued  that  it  is  a  moral  and  soeial  evil,  but 
one  which  admits  of  no  cure  by  any  plan  of  emancipa¬ 
tion.  The  article  finally  agreed  upon,  after  much  dis¬ 
cussion,  is  in  the  following  words : 

“  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  no  power  to  pass 
laws  for  the  emancipation  of  slaves,  without  the  conront 
of  their  owners,  or  without  paying  their  owners  previous 
to  emancipation,  a  fail  equivalent  in  money,  for  the  slaves 
so  emancipated,  and  providing  for  their  removal  from  the 
State.  They  shall  have  no  power  to  prevent  immigrants 
to  this  State  from  bringing  with  them  such  persons  as 
are  deemed  slaves  by  the  laws  of  any  of  the  United  Stales 
of  America,  so  long  as  any  person  of  the  same  age  or  de¬ 
scription  shall  be  continued  in  slavery,  by  the  laws  of  this 
State.  They  shall  pass  laws  to  permit  owners  of  slaves  to 
emancipate  them,  saving  the  rights  of  creditors,  and  to  pre¬ 
vent  them  from  remaining  in  this  State,  after  they  are 
emancipated.  They  shall  nave  full  power  to  prevent  any 
slaves  being  brought  into  this  State  who  have  been,  since 
the  first  day  of  January,  1789,  or  may  hereafter  be  imported 
into  any  of  the  United  States  of  America,  from  a  foreign 
country.  And  they  shall  have  full  power  to  pass  such

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SHELTERING  SHEEP. 

In  thi-s  section  of  the  country,  we  believe  it  is  the 
usual  practice  of  farmers  to  furnish  suitable  shelter 
for  their  sheep  during  the  winter  ;and  it  requires  no 
argument  to  prove  the  utility  of  the  practice. 
There  are,  however,  some  exceptions,  and  tnany, 
perhaps,  are  not  aware  of  the  full  injury  which 
sheep  suffer  from  exposure  to  the  drizzling  rains, 
sudden  changes,  and  driving  storms  of  winter.  A 
correspondent  of  the  Albany  Cultivator,  thus  re¬ 
lates  his  experience  in  the  matter : — “  In  the  winter 
of  1847-8,  I  put  one  hundred  sheep  to  stack,  and 
gave  them  plenty  of  hay  and  some  grain  through 
the  winter.  The  loss  was  over  twenty  per  cent.  I 
have  no  doubt  they  ate  a  fourth  more  than  the  same 
numbers  that  were  protected,  of  which  the  loss  was 
only  two  per  cent.  In  consequence  of  this  result, 
1  built  ample  sheds  during  the  past  summer,  pro¬ 
vided  with  hay  lofts — one  60  by  20,  and  another  55 
by  20  feet.  (I  will  just  observe,  for  the  benefit  of 
those  who  are  building  sheds  of  this  kind,  that  24 
leet  is  about  the  projwr  width,  and  the  additional 
expense  of  four  feet  is  trifling.)  These  sheds  are 
set  to  two  barns,  and  enclose  the  yard  on  three  sides. 

Here,  in  separate  divisions,  I  have  kept  my  sheep 
the  past  winter.  They  had  good  hay  and  plenty  of 
water,  and  the  yards  were  strawed  three  times  a 
week.  1  fed  some  grain  to  my  lambs  in  winter, 
and  gave  some  to  the  ewes  in  spring.  My  loss  up  to 
April  15th,  is  half  of  one  |H‘r  cent.  Many  of  my 
sheep  were  in  low  condition  in  the  fall,  yet  I  would 
like  to  compare  tlieiii  with  any  flock  of  the  »ame 
iiumlK-r,  that  have  had  no  protection.” 

FEEDING  CATTLE. 

An  English  writer  observes  that  two  great  points 
in  feeding  cattle  are  regularity  and  a  particular  care 
of  the  weaker  individuals.  On  this  last  account 
there  ought  to  be  plenty  of  trough  or  rack  room 
that  too  many  may  not  feed  together ;  in  which 
very  common  case  tlie  weaker  are  not  only  trampled 
down  by  the  stronger,  but  they  are  worried  and  he- 
coiiie  cowed  and  spiritless;  than  which  there  can- 
iBot  U‘  a  more  unfavorable  state  for  thrift,  besidw 
hey  are  ever  compelled  to  shift  with  the  worst  of 
the  fodder.  This  domineering  spirit  is  so  reniark- 
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more  perfect  holiness.  He  also  records  frequently 
his  great  joy  in  the  Lord.  He  took  great  delight 
in  the  ordinances  of  the  sanctuary.  The  Lord’s 
Supper,  especially,  appears  to  have  been  peculiarly 
precious  and  profitable  to  him.  Although  he  was 
attached  to  his  own  particular  church,  and  endeav¬ 
ored  to  discharge  his  covenanted  obligations  to¬ 
wards  his  brethren,  yet  he  loved  to  meet  with 
Christians  of  other  places  and  of  other  denomina¬ 
tions,  for  the  worship  of  God.

and  can  causa  “  delireranca  to  arise”  from  unexpected 
quarters.
